“THE BIOGRAPHER. 


INTERESTING REVIEW BY 
PROF. SIMPSON. 


A very interesting review of the 
works and of the art of the blo- 
grapher was contained in-an ad- 
dress by Professor R. K. Simpson, 
MA.

Chinese Affairs”. These provisions 
appear to be in conflict with some 
of the provisions of the, Female’ 
Domestic Servite Ordinance, 1923. 

In the ‘first place it" might be

While ‘the majority of -the 
passengers were too-terrorised to 
offer résistance, one of them, a 
young Chinese barber, fought 
bravely with the bandits and re- 
fused to: hand over'$18 in ‘his 
possession. It is understood that 
the small sum was intended “by 
the barber for his fares in re-

.Kwangtung, and, consisted of his 
savings for the whole year. The 
bandits became angry and shot 
the victim in the ‘leg, inflicting a 
serious wound.
